Ht; Atheiflicall Plea, agair ft all 
Miracles in the Church of God, 


T hath fuice che beginning of the world, 
been the inſcparable Property of envy, 
and Corrupt nature, to labour to vilite 
and aboliihe, thoſe excellent faculties 
they could never artaine unto, Full wcll 
knew Luther and Calwin the neceſary im” 
portance of Chriſts promiſe, ro propagate 
and Confirme his truth in all ages, with 
raculous eff-&s, wrought by the Miſſioners 
of his Goſpel, as well as his moft cminent 
believers in every age, Afar, 16, 17, 
John. 14.12. a truth acknowIdged by 
the Clurch of Exgland, in her Margt- 
nal notes upon this place, 11 her Bible 
Princed a# : 1576. and which ( if ctolc firſt 
Retormers attempts ro verific it in th m- 
ſclvcs, had proved ſucccſſ-full ) had noe 
duubr been 28 cmulously Jayd claime unto, 
by chcir Church as by ours z and as ins 
duitriouſly 
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duſtriouſly born up to the world, during 
the whole time of her continvance. 

Bur the God of truth difdaining to {ct 
his hand to falſehood, was pleaſcd ro cm- 
ploy his extraordinary judgments, to Pu- 
mh their arrogateing preſumption, and 
prevent the worlds deluſion. In Luther, 
by unbridlcing the Devils ſtrength in the 
poſſeſſed perſon, to foyle his uncemmil- 
hon'd undertakcings ; and Put him to 
Confufinn, In Calz#n, by puniſhing char 
Impoſtor with real death, who had conſpi- 
red to counterfeit it, for the Cnnfirmati- 
on of a Lye, the whole narrative of which 


hints, is warranted unto us: by ſuch Au- 


thours as were cye-wittnefſes, wizt. Sta- 
phys. in his abſolute Apology fol: 404. and 
Folſeck in the life of Calvin, c.13. 

It was this woefull experience in thoſe 
firſt parents of his new belicfe, which ob- 
hged rheir ſurviveing diſciple 4, S. tO 
take up the Hue and Crie of their diſguſt, 
againſt God and his Church; for not dig's 
lying their private inventions, with the 
lame reſtimonyes- as his own truth ; and 
(perhaps by way of Revenze ) to paſlc a 

L 4 gencral 
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gcncrall condemnacion apon thoſe workes 
U; On pPorcency, by a prophare compare 
of cholc Ciunrſtian convictions, with Anti- 
chriftian dclvſiuns as our Miniſtcr doth 
page : 95, 

Bur Icaſt the vglyncſſe of this impious 
cen{ure ſhould happen to leſſon his credit, 
and obſtru& his readers bclicfe he picks 
our 3 or 4 of the Icalt Authentick, or ra- 
ther coubrecd miractlous relations: ( never 
as yet that I know of, Made uſc of by any 
 Catholike controvertiſt ) which he never- 
thclflc will needs perſwade his Reader p, 
97. are confidently urged by us, to prove 
the Roman Church a truc Church ; and 
to c{tebliſh (as he tcrmes them) her new 
coyncd DoQrines, And all this by a fus 
peraded in{inuation, that theſe pirtyful 
medinms arc the whele ſupport of her tc- 
nents of faich. 

But whar is the miſtery of this diſinge* 
nious dealing > Marry the faithleſſe SOz 
pliſtcr nor daring to encounter thoſe un" 
pcachabJc miracles, and : numcrous des 
mOonfirations, which Fave for ſixtecn ages 
tocoker Lluited the Couarc of ker w_ 
c 
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eſt Adverſarycs 3 and manifeſted the truth 
of the Roman Churches faith : reſolves wo 
diſgrace her in theVulgar cſtecm,by labour- 
ing to perlwade thera, that ſhe hath no 
better proofs for hcr moſt 1mporcant re- 
nents, then thoſe few unwarrantable Mi- 
raclcs he hath craftily ſingled out, with a 
confidence that though the evidence of her 
Authentiek Miracles : hath obliged the ace 
knowledgement of his moſt eminent Pre- 
decefſours, yer theſe uncertain ones , 
might perhaps prove weak enough tor 
his defcar, 

Bur let this dcluſive Writer lcarr, that 
the Roman Church bath a Gordian 1iſt of 
undoubted Miracles : ſuch as underyable 
evidence hath forced thr Chicte DeQors 
ro ſubſcribe unto, in proofe of theſe he 
mentions, and all othcr points of Catto- 
lick Faith, | 

The vcry touch of the Image of Chriſt 
(ercted to his honour by the weman he 
cured of hcr Flux) irpowered thc hcrb 
mg” up byir, to cure all giſcaſcs, as 
Euſebixs tclatcs in th.C 75 Book of Fis Eccleſe 
Hiſl:t, 14. Apd (bcfides thic irftarce ow 
the 
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the Miniſter tranſcendent wiſdome dares
